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To  THE  Honorable  School  Committe  of  New  London: 
In  transmitting  to  you  the  second  report  of  a  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  I  wish  to  present  the  accomplishments 
in  general  of  the  past  year  in  line  with  the  suggestions  of 
a  year  ago.  At  that  time  I  referred  to  the  necessity  of  a 
"comfortable,  well  appointed  and  modern  building"  "on 
the  hill."  By  vote  of  the  town  authorizing  the  erection  of 
such  a  building  and  by  means  of  the  good  judgment  and 
energy  of  the  committee  there  appointed,  it  has  become  an 
accomplished  fact.  In  point  of  architecture,  equipment, 
furniture,  heating  and  ventilating,  you  now  possess  a 
building  adequate  for  present  needs,  the  opportunity  for  an 
additional  school  in  the  same  building  and  one  room  devo- 
ted to  a  library.  This  last  point  is  an  advantage,  which, 
as  the  years  pass  by,  will  prove  to  be  of  increasing  benefit. 
So  much  is  being  said  and  in  some  places  so  much  is  being 
done  to  bring  the  library  and  the  school  together  that  we 
have  cause  for  congratulation  that  two  of  the  forces  of  edu- 
cation are  united.  United  not  only  in  the  occupancy  of 
of  the  same  building,  but  united,  as  the  trustees  of  the  li- 
brary have  shown  by  their  works,  to  have  these  forces 
supplement  each  other,  I  acknowledge  my  pride  in  hav- 
ing been,  even  in  a  slight  way,  connected  with  this  advance 
movement;  but  to  you  and  the  citizens  of  the  town,  it  will 
be  for  years  a  gratifying  source  of  congratulation.  I  en- 
deavored to  make  clear  to  those  present  at  the  annual 
school  meeting  of  last  year,  that  it  was  for  the  interest  of 
the  young  pupils  attending  the  Burpee  Hill  School  to  con- 
tinue this  school  until  such  time  as  they  were  able  to  un- 
dertake the  more  advanced  work  in  the  higher  grades. 
This  has  been  done  and  should  be  continued,  if  new  pu- 
pils of  tender  age  present  themselves.  Their  advancement 
has  not  been  retarded,  in  fact,  in  the  elementary  work  the 
results  are  equal  to  any  of  similar  grade  in  town.  The 
conditions  at  the  I^ow  Plain  school  are  different.  The 
distance  from  either  of  the  two  larger  schools  is  less  and 
the  diversity  of  the  attainments  of  the  pupils  is  greater. 
This  is  a  subject  that  may  well  be  considered,  particularly 
if  the  present  legislature  takes  favorable  action  upon  the 
equalization  of  school  privileges  and  provides  relief  in  re- 
gard to  the  transportation  of  school  children. 

I  trust  the  parents  whose  children  attend  the  Klkins 
school  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  visiting 
that  school,  feeling  sure  that  the  improvement  will  be  rec- 
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ogiiized  at  once.  In  general,  then,  the  improvement  in  all 
schools  is  miiiifest  in  several  particulars,  namely  :  in  the 
increased  efforts  of  the  pupils  to  do  their  work  well.  This 
me  ms  better  discipline,  a  more  com  n)n  interest  between 
teacher  and  pupil,  and  leads  to  self-control.  The  second 
noticeable  poi  nt  is  the  ease  with  which  the  younger  pupils 
learn  to  read  and  is  due  to  the  daily  phonetic  drill  which 
gives  them  the  key  to  pronounce  new  words  and  requires 
and  produces  a  definite  mental  act  on  the  part  of  each 
pupil.  ,  These  with  other  improvements  can  be  shown  and 
are  largely  due  to  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  teacher. 
We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  respect,  for  our  teachers 
are  not  only  endeavoring  to  do  better  work,  but  are  study- 
ing constantly  to  qualify  themselves  for  better  work  still. 

I  heartily  commend  them  all  and  recommend  that 
they  make  themseh^es  familiar  with  the  requirements  for 
state  certification.  The  committee  has  been  interested  in 
securing  good  fundamental  conditions. 

Some  of  these  are  : 

1.  Decency  and  cleanliness  in  and  about  the  school- 
house. 

2.  Punctuality  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils  and 
regular  attendance. 

3.    Proper  care  of  public  property. 

The  committee  has  taken  a  long  step  in  the  right  di- 
rection to  meet  the  first  requirement  by  the  addition  of  a 
separate  out-building  at  El  kins  and  the  provision  for  such 
separation  in  the  new  school-house.  Few  things  to  be 
learned  in  school  will  be  of  more  value  to  the  pupil  than 
habits  of  punctuality  and  regular  attendance.  They  are 
not  only  one  of  the  vital  conditions  of  success  in  life,  but 
are  also  the  beginnings  upon  which  substantial  moral  vir- 
tues can  be  built.  If  the  schools,  as  a  whole,  are  to  profit 
from  good  teaching,  punctualitv  and  regular  attendance  are 
essential.  The  principal  end  of  all  teaching  and  all  schools 
is  the  formation  of  character 

Moulding  of  character  is  a  part  of  a  child's  education 
which  has  ever  been  regarded  as  the  best  work  of  educa- 
tors. It  is  safe  to  say  every  thinking  mother  is  apt  to 
weave  rosy  dreams  about  the  future  of  her  baby.  Unhap- 
pily every  mother  does  not  realize  to  the  fullest  extent  in 
her  dreaming  of  dreams  the  part  that  it  is  possible  for  her 
to  p  lay  in  their  realization.  Frcm  the  time  the  child 
leaves  babyhood  behind  and  his  intelligence  and  power  to 
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reason  have  begun  to  develop  he  is  a  plastic  h'ttle  subject 
sensitive  to  every  impression.  The  object  of  the  earthly 
existence  of  the  child  is  the  building  of  character  and  on 
the  mother  devolves  the  laying  of  the  foundation  during 
those  first  impressionable  years  when  he  is  her  constant 
companion  and  daily  care. 

The  number  of  pupils  that  come  under  the  instruction  of 
one  teacher,  in  large  and  crowded  schools,  prevents  the 
establishment  of  that  close  personal  relation  between  pupil 
and  teacher  which  is  the  secret  unconscious  influence  that 
touches  character.  Child  study  teaches  us  that  the  devel- 
opement  of  the  child  is  divided  into  periods  somewhat  co- 
incident with  his  growth.  In  ascert;3inirig  the  general 
principles  which  underlie  the  conduct  and  moral  training 
of  the  child  Up  to  seven  years  of  age,  we  must  make  our 
determinations  from  the  standpoint  ofthe  child  himself  and 
not  from  the  adult  Two  things  mu«t  be  borne  in  mind 
ist.  Many  things  which  would  be  immoral  for  the  adult 
have  no  significance  for  the  child,  2nd.  The  child's  stan- 
daid  of  morality  so  far  as  he  can  have  a  standard^  does  not 
come  to  him  so  much  by  precept  as  by  unconscious  sug- 
gestion and  imitation. 

It  is  deadening  to  the  development  to  attempt  to  make 
him  conform  in  every  way  to  the  moral  standard  of  the 
adult.  Because  the  child  appropriates  at  this  age  that 
which  does  not  belong  to  him,  he  is  not  therefore  a  thief 
as  his  father  would  be  under  the  same  conditions. 

Because  his  vivid  imagination  leads  him  away  from 
the  literal  truth,  he  is  not  necessarily  a  liar. 

These  would  be  serious  breaches  of  moralit}'  in  an 
adult,  but  from  the  standpoint  ofthe  child  they  have  very 
little  significance.  The  question  is:  What  can  be  done  for 
the  child  at  this  time  which  will  result  in  a  sense  of  right 
and  wrong  and  a  disposition  to  do  the  one  and  avoid  the 
other.  It  behooves  the  mother  to  watch  vigilantly  for  the 
development  of  any  bad  trait  or  characteristic  in  her  boy 
and  at  once  give  him  an  object  lesson  of  the  hatefulness  of 
it  and  how  it  could  stand  in  the  way  of  his  success  in  life. 

Children  are  not  wholly  bad  or  good  and  it  is  not  best 
for  the  child  to  be  acutel}'  conscious  either  of  his  goodness 
or  his  badness,  Experience  proves  that  the  members  of 
one  family  may  differ  widely  in  mental  character  and 
moral  trend.  Some  are  naturally  better  than  others  can 
be  made  by  careful  training.     Under  normal  conditions 
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a  child  should  be  occupied  with  something  other  than  self. 
Direct  and  positive  training  at  this  time  makes  the  child 
and  his  behavior  the  subject  of  discussion.  For  this  rea- 
son in  all  attempts  to  teach  morals  an  indirect  methcd  — 
the  reading  of  a  story — the  relating  of  an  incident  is  supe- 
rior in  every  way. 

As  a  rule  the  discriminations  that  the  child  is  capable 
of  making  will  not  determine  the  course  he  will  pursue, 
particularly  when  it  is  coupled  with  the  desire  to  do  as  his 
friends  do  Companionship  is  a  powerful  influence  for 
good  or  evil  in  the  development  of  the  child's  mind.  A 
bad  companion  may  undo  much  cf  the  work  of  the  careful 
mother  and  beget  a  state  of  mind  that  will  persist  and  af- 
fect the  future  of  the  child. 

Nothing  helps  the  child  so  much  in  the  acquisition 
and  use  of  good  language  forms,  as  saturation  in  good 
language  forms  both  oral  and  written. 

No  amount  of  moralizing  will  help  the  child  so  much 
as  livmg  with  people  who  always  speak  the  truth;  and 
nothing  will  develop  in  the  child  a  sense  of  personal  and 
property  rights  more  than  association  with  those  who  are 
careful  to  observe  the  rights  of  their  fellows  and  who  do 
not  appropriate  to  their  own  use  that  which  does  not  be- 
long to  them. 

The  first  great  concern  of  parents  who  are  interested 
in  the  morals  of  their  children  should  be  their  own  beha- 
vior. 

Morally  considered,  innocence  of  right  and  wrong  is 
the  moral  ideal  for  the  chillh)3d  stage.  Kv^ery  chili 
knows  that  there  are  some  things  that  may  be  done  and 
some  that  may  not.  He  soon  learns  to  keep  his  hands 
out  of  the  fire  because  he  does  not  like  the  result  of  putting 
them  in:  so  he  early  learns  tc  desist  from  doing  many  things 
because  he  does  not  like  the  consequences.  He  does  not 
however  look  upon  these  things  as  right  or  wrong  in  them- 
selves. 

And  so  it  is  with  the  child's  conduct  in  general.  He 
must  obey  the  word  of  his  elders. 

At  the  beginning  of  life  so  far  is  the  child  removed 
from  his  own  responsibility  th^.t  implicit  obedience  should 
be  insisted  upon.  The  normal  child  desists  from  certain 
lines  of  action  because  of  the  results.  On  the  other  hand 
the  normal  child  does  certain  things  over  and  over  again 
until  his  habit  of  action  begins  to  take  form.    Thus  the 
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child  should  pass  from  his  childhood  into  the  early  years 
of  youth  with  the  foundation  of  moral  habits  pretty  firmly 
fixed. 

Stimulate  the  child's  ambition  to  excel,  to  be  great  in 
whatever  he  undertakes  to  do,  but  at  the  same  time  lead 
him  to  realize  that  the  greatest  success  is  moral  success, 
the  greatest  failure  is  moral  failure;  for  the  end  of  all 
greatness  is  ruin  if  he  has  failed  in  the  fulfillment  of  the 
purpose  of  his  existemce,  the  building  of  a  truly  noble 
character. 

Attendance  of  children  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Elementary  Schools. — Every  child  between  the  ages 
of  eight  and  fourteen  years  must  by  law  be  sent  to  school 
so  long  as  there  is  a  school  in  the  to  .vnor  city  in  which  he 
resides.  The  law  bears  upon  the  parent  or  guardian 
and  not  upon  the  child,  since  the  former  is  required  to  send 
the  child  to  school,  under  penalty.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
town  or  city  is  authorized  to  make  a  by-law,  having  the 
force  of  a  statute, requiring  a  child  to  be  in  school  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen,  unless  regularly  employed. 
Such  by-laws  bear  upon  the  child,  although  very  few  mu- 
nicipalities have  adopted  them.  It  must  not  be  supposed, 
however,  that  the  child  may  not  attend  school  until  the 
age  of  eight  or  six.  The  age  of  admission  is  entirely  sub- 
ject to  the  power  of  the  school  board  to  prescribe  rules  and 
regulations  concerning  attendance.  Five  years  may  be 
taken  as  the  most  common  age  of  admission. 

It  will  be  noticed  by  the  foregoing  extract  from  the 
laws  that  the  age  of  admission  rests  with  the  local  school 
board.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  children  who  do  not  en- 
ter school  until  six  years  of  age  gain  as  much  and  advance 
enough  more  rapidly,  on  account  of  their  increased  matu- 
rity, to  soon  overtake  and  in  many  cases  do,  pass  the  chil- 
dren who  have  entered  at  an  earlier  age.  I,  therefore, 
recommend  that  the  age  of  admission,  where  there  is  no 
kindergarten,  be  six  years,  or  that  they  will  be  six  within 
two  months  after  the  opening  of  the  school  year.

SIIPKKINTKNDKNT "S  JIKPOKT. 


To  the  HonoraMe  School  (.hjmmillee  of  New  London: 

In  my  previous  reports  I  hav(^  dealt  with  the  necessities 
of  improved  facilities  for  the  accommodation  of  the  school 
children,  to  a  considerable  extent  last  year  with  these 
improvements  and  what  additional  possibilities  they  af- 
forded the  child.  This  year  I  propose  to  discuss  briefly 
one  side  of  school  life,  but  briefly  only  as  the  report  is  one 
of  congratulation. 

I  had  thought  it  would  take  longer  for  the  benefits  de- 
rived from  the  unification  of  the  work  to  manifest  them- 
selves but  so  evident  is  the  improvement  in  the  acquisition 
of  facts  and  the  application  of  those  facts  to  the  life  of 
the  individual  that  I  speak  without  any  reservation  of  the 
gain  made  in  our  schools.  It  is  manifest  in  several  par- 
ticulars ;  namely,  an  improvement  in  discipline,  the  ac- 
quirement of  self-control,  the  adaptation  of  the  personality 
of  a  given  teacher  to  a  given  class,  which  leads  to  individual 
and  therefore  original  thinking. 

Great  progress  through  the  unremitting  care  and  work 
of  the  teachers  has  been  accomplished.  If  we  keep  on  as 
we  are  going  the  results  will  be  more  than  satisfactory. 
In  one  particular  I  wish  to  emphasize  the  need  of  more 
work,  i.  e.,  good  teaching.  It  is  one  thing  to  know  a  sub- 
ject, but  quite  another  to  teach  it  effectively. 

The  teacher  needs  not  only  knowledge  but  skill,  skill  in 
instruction,  skill  in  drilling,  and  skill  in  testing.  Such 
skill  is  not  only  essential  to  successful  teaching,  but  it  wins 
and  increases  the  confidence  of  pupils,  awakens  interest, 
secures  attention,  increases  application,  and  otherwise 
enters  helpfully  into  the  pupils'  efforts  and  conduct. 
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The  masterly  skill  of  all  great  teachers  is  an  inspiring 
ideal,  the  same  is  true  of  skill  in  managing.  It  is  not 
enough  that  the  teacher  knows  how  a  class  should  be  called 
or  dismissed,  how  materials  should  be  distributed,  but  to 
this  skill  should  be  added  the  skill  of  execution.  The 
highest  skill  is  alwa.ys  free  from  the  manner  of  the  school 
martinet.  The  discipline  is  there  but  is  not  seen.  This 
skill  is  not  acquired  by  simple  pratice  and  experience 
alone,  but  by  a  guided  experience.  ]\Iethods  should  be 
studied,  but  in  the  light  of  sound  principles.  Rational 
methods  of  instruction  are  only  practicable  to  those  who 
have  some  insight  into  the  principles  on  which  they  are 
based. 

Our  greatest  improvement  comes  from  the  way  in  which 
we  employ  our  leisure  time.  Anyone  who  knows  men 
widely  w^ill  recall  those  whose  persistent  utilization  of  the 
odds  and  ends  of  time,  which  many  people  regard  as  of 
too  little  value  to  save  by  using,  has  given  their  minds  and 
lives  that  particular  distinction  of  taste,  of  manner  and 
speech,  which  belong  to  genuine  culture.  It  is  not  the 
wealth  of  time,  but  what  Mr.  Gladstone  has  aptly  called 
"the  thrift  of  time"  which  brings  ripeness  of  mind  within 
reach  of  the  great  mass  of  men  and  women.  The  man  who 
has  learned  the  value  of  five  minutes  has  gone  a  long  way 
towards  making  himself  a  master  of  life  and  its  arts. 

The  reality  of  the  element  of  personality  and  the  force 
for  culture  which  resides  in  it  are  clearly  illustrated  by 
a  comparison  of  the  works  of  two  great  philosophers.  For 
many  centuries  Aristotle  was  the  first  name  in  philosophy, 
and  is  still  one  of  the  greatest.  Although  a  student  of  the 
principles  of  the  art  of  literature  and  a  critic  of  deep 
philosophical  insight,  he  w^as  primarily  a  thinker,  not  an 
artist.  One  goes  to  him  for  discipline,  for  thought,  for 
training  in  a  very  high  sense;  one  does  not  go  to  him  for 
form,  beauty  or  personality.    He  gives  us  a  clear,  distinct 
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logical  order  of  idcns  mikI  a  dcfinitx!  system;  not  a  vi(iw  of 
life,  a  disclosure  oi'  the  nature  of  man,  a  synthesis  of  ideas 
touched  with  beauty,  dramatically  arranged  and  set  in  the 
atmosphere  of  Athenian  life.  For  these  things  one  goes  to 
Plato,  who  is  not  only  a  thinker,  but  an  artist. 

To  the  student  of  Aristotle,  the  personality  of  the  writer 
counts  for  nothing;  to  the  student  of  the  ''Dialogues,"  the 
personality  of  Plato  counts  for  everything.  One  can 
imagine  a  man  fully  acquainting  himself  with  the  work  of 
Aristotle  and  yet  remaining  almost  devoid  of  culture ;  but 
one  cannot  imagine  a  man  coming  into  initimate  com- 
panionship with  Plato  and  remaining  nntouched  by  his 
rich,  representative  personality. 

With  the  knowledge  that  the  scheduled  work  is  progress- 
ing favorably,  I  have  added  these  few  words  in  the  hope 
that  the  teachers  will  put  themselves  in  touch  with  the 
great  thoughts  of  master  minds.

Interest  on  town  debt,  $500  more  or  less. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of  money 
sufficient  to  secure  state  aid  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  find  out  if  the  town  will  appropriate  twenty-five 
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dollars  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  pay  the 
same  to  the  treasurer  of  Anthony  Colby  Post,  G.  A.  R. 

5.  To  find  out  if  the  town  will  appropriate  three  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  maintenance  of  fifteen  street  gas  lamps 
on  Main  Street,  New  London,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  the  New  London 
Cadet  Band  one  hundred  dollars  for  open  air  concerts  to

BOARD  OF  HEALTH  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

G-ENTLEMEN :  The  board  of  health  submits  the  following 
report  of  their  work  for  the  year  1908 : 

An  unusual  amount  of  work  has  fallen  to  the  board  during 
the  past  year,  first,  from  a  severe  epidemic  of  the  measles, 
and  second,  because  the  public  have  more  fully  realized 
the  necessity  of  perfect  sanitary  conditions  and  have  de- 
manded pure  water,  pure  milk,  and  pure  food  supplies. 
Our  large  summer  population  and,  equally  important,  our 
academy,  furnish  an  added  incentive  to  leave  no  stone  un- 
turned to  give  to  our  citizens,  visitors  and  non-resident 
tax-payers  a  guarantee  that  our  town  is  one  where  health 
not  only  can  be  procured,  but  can  also  be  maintained. 

The  measles  epidemic  in  the  spring  was  one  of  particu- 
lar severity  as  regards  numhers,  fifty  cases  being  reported 
to  the  board.    Fortunately,  there  were  no  fatalities. 

Your  board  decided  the  following  means  to  be  the  safest 
and  surest  way  to  conquer  the  epidemic,  viz. :  maintaining 
strict  quarantine,  fumigating  after  every  case,  and  closing 
the  Hill  school.  As  a  result,  the  epidemic  was  stamped  out 
Avithout  closing  the  academy. 

The  sewage  system  of  all  hotels  ^and  cottages  on  the  shores 
of  Lake  Sunapee,  Little  Sunapee  and  Pleasant  Lake  have 
been  carefully  inspected  to  prevent  pollution  of  those 
waters.  A  number  have  been  condemned,  and  in  every  in- 
stance the  owners  were  pleased  to  put  the  same  in  proper 
condition. 

Our  main  water  supply  in  the  village  has  been  analyzed 
and  found  to  be  of  'good  quality.    Various  other  water 
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supplier,  Huch  as  wolls,  sprin^^s,  etc.,  have  boon  oxamined, 
ami  as  a  rule  found  to  be  .satisfactory. 

All  complaintis  havci  bccin  in vcsti^jjatcd  and  adjusted,  we 
l)clicvc,  with  satisfactory  results  to  all  parties  concerned. 

W'C  earnestly  recommend  to  parents  th(i  advisability  of 
early  vaccination  of  their  children,  p^articularly  prior  to 
the  entering  of  school,  thereby  conforming  to  the  laws  of 
the  state  board  of  ^health  making  vaccination  of  school 
ehildren  compulsory.  We  consider  this  a  matter  of  vital 
importance  and  would  impress  upon  the  parents  how  harm- 
less vaccinatdon  is  to  the  child,  and  how  truly  el¥icacious  is 
the  protection  afforded. 

In  our  work,  we  earnestly  seek  the  co-operation  of  every 
citizen  that  our  town  may  still  further  be  spared  an  epi- 
demic of  any  of  the  many  contagious  and  infectious  dis- 
eases.

SUPERINTENDENT 'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  School  Committee  of  Neiv  London: 

Gentlemen:  In  previous  reports  I  have  indicated  what 
were  the,  main  objects  to  be  attained  in  our  public  or  ele- 
mentary schools.  We  have  now  reached  the  point  where  we 
may  confidently  speak  of  the  results  obtained  and  the 
means  by  which  they  have  been  acquired.  We  have  con- 
sistently followed  la  program,  having  for  the  main  ele- 
ments the  teaching  of  reading,  mathematics,  writing,  and 
the  proper  use  of  the  English  language. 

One  of  the  'serious  iresults  of  school  administration  is  a 
frequent  change  of  the  program.  New  members  of  boards, 
new  teachers,  new  superintendents,  are  apt  to  have  ideas 
peculiar  to  themselves,  which  they  wish  carried  out  in  the 
schools.  The  results  are  frequent  changes  and  destruction  of 
the  essential  process  of  cumulation. 

The  length  of  time  for  a  single  class  to  pass  through  the 
full  length  of  school  life  is  required  to  demonstrate  and 
secure  the  full  good  effect  of  any  program  or  any  other 
school  policy.  Is  it  not  better  to  follow  an  opinion  which 
commends  itself  as  sound  to  those  appoifited  to  be  in  au- 
thority, than  to  run  a  race  of  opinions  with  all  the  shifting 
involved?  Go(5*d  reading  before  everything  else  is  the  main 
point  in  the  elementary  schools,  because  it  is  the  key  to 
open  the  storehouse  of  knowledge  of  all  other  subjects. 
The  development  of  the  power  of  thought-getting  from 
the  written  or  printed  page  is  the  essential  purpose.  Not 
merely  to  learn  and  pronounce  words,  but  to  read  thoughts 
must  be  their  training  from  the  beginning.    Reading  in 
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the  common  schools  may  be  divided  into  three  distinct 
divisions. 

First,  the  mechanics  of  reading,  or  teaching  to  read.  As 
your  teachers  are  now  thoroughly  trained  in  that  part  of 
the  work,  it  is  not  necessary  to  explain  the  method  em- 
ployed. A  visit  to  the  primary  grades  by  interested  par- 
ties will  show  the  idea.  First,  (a)  The  objective  teaching  of 
about  fifty  words  chosen  from  the  basal  reader,  (b)  A 
constant  review  of  the  words  taught,  (c)  Sentences  formed 
from  the  words,  and  the  pupils  taught  to  read  them  as 
wholes. 

Second,  the  necessity  of  increasing  vigilance  on  the  part 
of  the  teacher  t6  train  the  voice  to  clear,  distinct,  accurate, 
pleasing  enunciation.  This  vigilance  should  continue  as 
long  as  the  pupils  are  in  school.  Every  exercise  in  arith- 
metic, history,  geography,  physiolo'gy  and  grammar  is  also 
a  recitation  in  reading.  Careless  reading  of  an  example  on 
any  day  may  more  than  offset  the  gain  of  the  reading  les- 
son for  that  day. 

Third,  it  is  a  matter  of  leading  the  child  through  the 
teaching  of  reading  into  some  acquaintanceship  with  the 
world's  best  literature.  Beginning  with  the  first  book,  only 
reading  of  real  literar}^  merit  should  be  supplied  and  this 
process  should  be  continued  throughout  the  course.  After 
the  pupils  have  acquired  the  ability  to  read  well  in  a  fourth 
reader,  the  books  supplied  should  be  for  the  most  part 
complete  pieces,  not  collections  of  sentences.  From  the 
economical  standpoint,  this  arrangement  is  also  better,  for 
two  to  three  complete  books  can  now  be  purchased  for  the 
cost  of  one  fifth  reader. 

I  am  informed  that  pupils  who  now  enter  the  academy 
are  much  better  prepared  than  formerly  for  their  ad- 
vanced work.  The  courses,  at  that  institution,  are  so  ar- 
ranged that  they  not  only  train  their  students  for  a  further 
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'academic  education,  hut  also  educate  tlierri  towards  th(} 
farm  and  industries  at  horiH^.  We  are  rapidly  approaching^ 
the  t\mi)  when  the  great  mass  of  American  children  will 
pass  through  the  secondary  schools  and  a  large  percentage 
through  college  as  well. 

The  only  culture  is  not  the  culture  of  books,  and  the 
position  taken  by  some  that  there  must  always  be  some 
"uneducated  and  unintelligent  to  do  the  manual  work,  is 
untenable.  He  is  as  truly  uneducated  who  does  not  know 
how  to  use  his  hands  to  some  useful  purpose  as  the  one 
who  is  unacquainted  witli  the  world  of  books.  If  we  make 
our  higher  education  practical  as  well  as  bookish,  if  we 
educate  through  the  use  of  agriculture  arrd  the  mechanic 
and  domestic  arts,  then  our  laborer  will  be  really  the  equal, 
as  he  is  now  theoretically  the  equal,  of  the  scholar.
